Bome of us-haye been very large gainora 
by itsome of as are_busy restoring pro- 
perties and so on, Theri who are the suf- 
ferors? -i think the sévere sufferers are 
the Ohinese. I know of'very many cases 
where I have found shops full of idle work- 
men in the outlplig ‘districts.’ 1 have 
asked them what is the matter; nothing to 
dot “No; no got work; no got- shop 
sell’em ; no man want makee.” The shopa 
were burnt down; atid no trade was belong 
done, Even: the:vacant shops were not 
filled, The people ara simply gone away 
to Macao and Canton.’ The industries, 
which were in a great degrée the lifo of this 
Colony, ate for six, nine, or even twelve 
months, paralysed if not destroyed. We 
have suflered a very heavy blow, and 
I'am eure that any gentleman who 
will take the trouble to- investigate tho 
truth of this statemont, will endorse 
my opinion, . How is‘ this to be pre 
vented? I think we must:adopt some 
other ‘meana—-some shore expensive means 
efor extinguishing fires. There must be 
money spent to rendér Hongkong moro 
seoura from fire. I think it would facilitate 
the provision.of a safficiont fund for fire- 
brigade purpones in Hongkong if theGovern- 
ment were to impose by ordiuance’a duty 
upod fire insurances, You are awate, Mr 
Chatzman, that the duty levied at home is 
1/6 per hundred pounds of the aum insured, 
—eyual to 1b pe thousand, , 
goverament to charge & duty of 24 per cent, 
Upon the gross earnings of all the fire in- 
surdnos companies here this would amount. 


to rather leas thay half the-duty charged at 


Home. This is shown by taking the averago 
{usurance rate in’ Hongkong at about 1} 
per cent. which is ‘obtained for the large 
proportion of short risks that are taken, 
whilst the main body of insurances is’of 
cad on open policies at one per cont 
per apntm. . Take the sum insured at 
$850,000 for the two local companies, 
and ‘adding half as much for the 27 
home .companies it would give. a total 
annual amount of $525,0u0,. Two and 
ahalf per cent upon that would amount 
to $13,125, . Adding to this 4 per cent 
for fre brigade rate, which gives about 
$8,000, the two together ‘would produce 
about $21,000; no altogether there would 
be's fund available of $21,000 per annum 
for'the support of the Fire Brigade,—the 
Fire Master, and sll expenses connected 
with the establishment.
